LONDON, October 9.—The Kaiser's visit to 
Vienna being concluded, people are talking 
of the enmity between His Majesty and the 
Crown Prince Rudolph, which was suspected 
at the time of the royal funeral in Berlin, and 
now is confirmed beyond question. They did 
notexchange a single word during the Kais- 
ers visit. A high official of the court at 
Vienna, deploring the terrible, consequences 
that might result in the future from such a 
state of things, declared: We dare not men- 
tion Prince Rudolph's name in the Kaiser's 
presence. Prince Rudolph declared his inten- 
tion of going away with the Prince of Wales 
before the Kaiser’s arrival, but the Emperor 
reminded him that he is the Commanding- 
General at Vienna and gave bis imperial word 
ot honor that if Rudolph went, he would de- 
grade him and take the Generalship away. The 
Crown Prince thereupon reluctantly deciared 
he would do his duty aa a soldier.
